HE REFERS TO THE BOND ISSUE. 


Different Ways in Which Men Went to 


the Res^us of their Country. Some Put 


In their bodies,-Others their Gold. 


How t h o Account Stands. 


EDITOR 
TJiA.NSCBirT: — Allow 
mo 


through, your columns to thank Professor 
liascom for his favor of the 1th. While 
his explanation wheels some light, on the 
controversy between us, it docs not go 
fir enough. I am glad to agree with him 
on the Mexican pension question. I hard- 
ly agree with him so readily on tlie war 
of 1S12, yet I honor him for speaking his 
convictions arid cheerfully second to him 
his rights; and my only regiet is that lam 
not able to clothe m words my own con- 
victions, which lam sure the good pro- 
fessor will gl&dly accord to uie. I make 
the following extract from his letter, be- 
lieving that the whole question of pensions 
is involved in these lew words. Webster 
says patriotism is " love of one'acountry." 
Now according as 1 understand Mr. Bas- 
coin it is that if a stipulated price is [mid 
for service rendered the government pa- 
triotism has no place in the contract. 
That is, it must all be a selfish business 
contract or all patriotism. I believe to 
some extent it may be made a combina- 
tion. But here are his words: 


"A perfectly honorable pension, honor- 


able to the receiver and to the nation 
which bestows it, seems to me to require 
two things. First, honorable and adequate 
service; second, a real need in the person 
to whom the pension is granted. A large 
share, I suppose the larger share, of the 
money paid by the United States for pen- 
sions is not bestowed, under these two 
conditions, strictly rendered. We should 
certainly agree as to the llrst of them. 
You will also see that the svcond condi- 
tion, inability on the part of the pensioner 
to provide for himself, lies in the exact 
line of what 1 was saying—disinterested 
service rendered to the public. To charge 
up a service to the public, which has been 
paid for in a stipulated way, as a perpetual 
precuniary claim, is certainly not patrio- 
tism, what ever else it may be." 


Let us just look at the first condition, 


"honorable and adequate service." 
In 


1861, the government said to the young 
man: 
"We would like to use you, provid- 


ing you have a good strong body, sound 
lungs and heart, good Jirabs, sight and 
hearing and are all right and strong and 
robust in every respect." 


The young man says: "What am I to be 


used for, and what is my compensation to 
be?" 


You are simply to do what you are told 


to do and ask no questions. You are to 
receive $13 a month, have your board and 
clothes, and if you live you are to serve 
three years, if we want you, and if yon 
die we will settle your burial expense). 


The yonng man says: " It is my second 


year in college, and it will ruin my college 
course and destroy all my financial pros- 
pects. I am aiming to be a lawyer, or a 
minister, or a professor of some college, or 
a merchant, and I cannot afl'ord to do it. 
Besides, I can with iny strong body earn 
twice $13 a month. Jly capital is all in 
my physical strength; it represents $10,000. 
Now you propose to allow me, if you dou't 
kill me while I am doing just what I am 
told to do, J13B per year in cash, one full 
suit of shoddy clothes, one-fourth pounds 
of raw beef or three-fourths pounds of 
pork, one pound of hard tack and a little 
cofl'ee each day if you have it, and if I 
cannot get along with one shoddy suit you 
will let mo have another and deduct it 
from my 5156. Yes, now I think I under- 
stand it. No, Mr. Government official, I 
hink I will continue my studies or my 
tradel couldn't for a moment think of 
abandoning them. I look upon the pro- 
position from a cold business standpoint 
and I cannot give you "honorable and ade- 
quate service." 


But there is to be a grc.it rally at the 


city hall, the school house or the college 
chapel, and the mayor or the selectmen 
and all the rich men are to speak, and the 
government is to be represented by some 
•able men, and they will explain tbe rea- 
son why thr-y want so many of the 
best and strongest young men. Trea- 
son has beeu lurking in our borders until 
it has bunt forth upon the nation, and it 
is of such magnitude thai unless immedi- 
ate respor.se is given Lo the call from the 
government, the land that gave the young 
man birth, the nation that had protected 
him and his fathers before him from for- 
eign fees, the nation that wa1! represented 
by the old song he learned on his mother's, 
knee, "My Country, "L'is of thee," that 
nation must perish. 


"If those arc the facts I am at your ser- 


vice." Patrotism, or love of country, be- 
gins to assort itself in the young nun, 
hio name goes down on the enlistment 
roll, his uniform goes on anj his booka 
are shelved, his tools are laid by, his lields 
are not plowed; but with a kiss given to 
mother r.nd ether loved ones, he starts 
for the front to do simply what he is told 
to do. Was il !.ho stipulated price oi $13 
per month that actuated him? It seems 
to me that that was .so insignificant that 
it could hardly enter into his calculations. 


But let us see how the $13 per mouth 


contract was lived up to. The first font 
months the young man received in gold 
or its equivilcnt his full vvage^. The next 
month's pay he received was paper,which 
when received by his mother or wife was 
found to require the §13 to buy what the 
$10 gold piece bought the month before, 
and each month the purchasing power of 
the paper dollar grew less and Jess until 
one dollar would purchase only 3S cento 
worth of goods. So much for the faithful 
carrying out of the "stipulated agree- 
ment" on the part of the government. 


The young man, if he stayed the three 


years, received on an average f3.08 per 
month. If there were forty of those young 
men from, that neighborhood who went 
into that "stipulated contract," ten of 
them were buried by the government,

TO LEAVE THE CITY. 


A Well Known Business Man to Locate In 


Amherst, 


•Truman E. Brigham of Qulncy street 
will move his family to Amherst about 
April 1, and take up his permanent resi- 
dence there. Eighteen months ago Mr. 
Brigham purchased an estate comprising 
seventy acres of land located not far from 
the college in Amherst. A part of the 
property is desirable for building lots and 
already he has received a number of offers 
for portions of the estate. 


Mr. Brigham has been a resident of this 


city for thirty-one years and has been a 
successful broom manufacturer, an indus- 
try in thejestablishment of which he may 
bo called the pioneer for this section. He 
came to this city in 1865 and, with Benj. 
Smith as a partner, opened an establish- 
ment on Center street for the manufacture 
of brooms and brushes. A year later Mr. 
Brigham bought his partner's interest. A 
short time afVr this dissolution Mr. Brig- 
ham took in C. M. Hibbard for a partner 
and for six years the firm name was Brig- 
ham & Hibbard. 


In 1872 Mr. Brigham bought out Mr. 


Hibbard, thus obtaining the entire control 
of the business, and located on Liberty 
street, where he opened a wholesale store 
in connection with the factory. He also 
established at that time the grocery store 
at 140 Eagle street. After being on Lib- 
erty street for twelve years he sold that 
property and the grocery business to A. 
A. Lee, the present proprietor, and moved 
his business to the buildings on Chestnut 
street, which he recently sold to Frank J. 
Barber. 


While he was located onLberty street he 


opened a branch of the broom industry 
in Rutland, Vt., placing in charge Andrew 
Robillard, who had been with him for ten 
years. He sold the business in Rutland to 
H. A. Sawyer & Co., a year later. To the 
business of manufacturing and wholesal- 
ing of brooms Mr. Brigham added a 
wholesale line of paper, twine and wooden 
ware, at the time of the removal to the 
Chestnut street buildings. Last November 
he sold the paper and wooden ware de- 
partments to his sons, C. T. and A. E. 
Brigham.

There is one calling in which women 


have been making slow but sure progress 
iu the last few years without attracting 
imucli public attention.

No More Birds of Paradise. 


The bird of paradise most used in 


millinery is that obtained in the Papuan 
islands and Now Gniuea. Mr. Wallace, 
in describing the Paradisea apoda, says: 
"From each side of the body, beneath 
the wings, springs a dense tuft of long 
and delicate plumes, sometimes twofeot 
in length, of the most intense golden 
orange color and very glossy, but chang- 
ing toward the tips into a pale brown. 
This tuft of plumes can be elevated and 
spread ont at pleasure, so as almost to 
conceal the body of the bird." In his 
"Oiseaus dans la Mode" of Oct. 20, 
1894, M. Jules Forest bitterly deplores 
the destruction which has been going on 
during the last decade. He emphasizes 
the fact that it is no longer possible to 
procure such perfect specimens as were 
common ten years ago, since the unfor- 
tunate birds are so hunted that none of 
them is allowed to livo long enough to 
reach fnll maturity, the full plumage of 
the male bird requiring several years for 
its development. He further states that 
"the birds which now flood the Paris 
market are for the most part yonng ones, 
still clothed in their first plumage, which 
lacks the brilliancy displayed in the 
older bird, and are consequently of small 
commercial value." Since Jan. 1,1892, 
strict regulations for the preservation of 
the bird of paradise have been in force 
in German New Guinea, and M. Forest 
appeals to the English and Dutch gov- 
ernments to follow their good example. 


The common sense of every thought- 


ful woman must at once tell her that no 
comparatively rare tropical species, such 
as the bird of paradise, can long with- 
stand this drain upon it, and that this 
ruthless destruction, merely to pander to 
the caprice of a passing fashion, will 
soon place one of the most beautiful 
denizens of our earth in the same cate- 
gory as the great ack and the dodo.— 
.Nature. 


Snags For Women Farmers. 


A very recent article on possibilities 


in feminine livelihoods pointed out the 
desirability of farming as a peculiarly 
delightful way for women to earn their 
own living. It, the woman who writes 
this asserts, is EO slow a return for time 
and money invested — she blinks the 
work entirely—that men are more and 
more dropping that for some employ- 
ment that will yield them swifter re- 
turns on their capital. She thinks this a 
golden opportunity for her sisters to rush 
in and purchase farms. They will find 
the very things that their sex prize, she 
goes on to say—a sure living, a quiet 
life, a moderate return for outlay, and 
a chance to exercise their natural pro- 
pensity for economies which masculine 
natures aa naturally despise and resent. 


It would be interesting to have this 


lady point out who is to do the farm 
Work.

Grange." Euphomia and her husband 
concocted a book in whioh it was dem- 
onstrated that a house could be furnish- 
ed for an absurdly small snm.

nnd Make Terms with 


Menelek. 


Berlin, March 16.—Count Golucha.v- 


eiti, Austrian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, has returned to Vienna from hit 
visit to Berlin. He took the route 
by the way of Dresden, where ho 
held a brief conversation with Dr. 
Sclmri;*, president of the council ot 
ministers of Saxony, and Herr von 
Seydewitz, Saxony's minister of public 
instruction, who awaited his arrival at 
the station. The results of the Aus- 
train foreign minister's mission here 
have become distinctly visible in the 
chanced tone of tha semi-oHicial press 
in regard to the relations between Ger- 
many and England. The cue seems to 
have been given to deny that any dif- 
ferences ha\e existed between the 
governments at Herlin and London or 
else to ignore the fact of there having 
been any strain in their relations which 
threatened a definite estrangement of 
the two countries. 
The Xorth Ger- 


man Gazette, which, as recently as 
last Tuesday, accused England of en- 
couraging the French desire for re- 
venge uponVicrmany and the English 
newspapers of rejoicing at the prospect 
of a rupture of the dreibund, now re- 
fers to England's active sympathy 
with Italy, treating- the matter from 
the standpoint of approval of England's 
course. Still more significant is thu 
fact that the Gazette has not a single 
word to say suggesting the existence, 
now or hereioforo, of any strain in tho 
relations between England and Ger- 
many. 


Germany** Chnng« of Front. 


Another example of tha German 


change of front is shown in the AVcser 
Zeitung of Bremen, which publishes a 
Berlin inspired note upon the theme 
"England \Vishes to Maintain Egypt." 
"It is in the interest of Germany," it 
observes, "to preverve the balance o( 
power in the Mediterranean, and this 
can best be done by maintaining the 
status quo in Egypt. The security of 
the dreibnnd would be increased if the 
naval power of England should rein- 
force the 
Italo-Austrian 
position." 


Finally the article argues that the in- 
terest of the dreibund and England are 
so mutually independent that no quar- 
rel over the Transvaal ought to be 
suffered to impel these interests. The 
semi-official newspapers in Austria- 
Hungary boasts of the success of Count 
GoluchowsUi in achieving a perfect un- 
derstanding with the German emperor 
in regard to the relations between the 
dreibund and England and also upon 
other questions. 
The Pesther Lloyd 


says that t'ie dreibund is safe and has 
corollary of the friendliness of Eng- 
land. 


The Abyssinian Campaign. 


As regards the prosecution of the 


Abyssinian campaign by Italy the 
Austro-Gei man official view of the 
mutter has undergone a change. In- 
stead of advising a continuance of ac- 
tive operations in Africa until a signal 
victory sh'i 11 vindicate the i>rowess ol! 
Italy it is now held that it would be 
best to limit the scope of Italian oc- 
cupation in Africa to the triangle 
formed by Asmara, Keren and Masso- 
wah, hold the line to Ka&sala and 
make peace with King Menelek, This 
plan, it is expected here, will be the 
substance of the opening of communi- 
cation of the Marquis di Rudini, tho 
new Italian premier, to the Italian 
chambers upon their assembling this 
week. The past week has witnessed 
an incessant round of diplomatic and 
social festivities, liesides attending 
the banquets given in honor of Count 
Golucho\v->ki by the Austrian ambassa- 
dor and I'rinjis von IIohenlohe,-the im- 
perial chancellor, the emperor gave a 
dinner in honor of the Olth birthday of 
Prince Luitpold, regent of Bavaria, 
and v.as also present at the wedding 
of his aid"-de-camp, Major Count von 
Moltke, a ad dmeJ with the officer* of 
the pione"rs and guards. 


Uisr-grood with the Emperor. 


Two of the leading aristocratic fami- 


lies of lierlin have bade farewell to 
Herlin society in consequence of court 
events which have rendered their con- 
tact with the imperial circle uncomfort- 
able, to say the least. The first de- 
parture was that of Prince and Prin- 
cess Frederick of Ilohenzollern, who 
left the Anhalter station for Dresden, 
enroute for Munich. Tho platform of 
the station was crowded with their 
friends and Princess Reuss and Prin- 
cess lloh'?nlohe, on behalf of the social 
circle of the departing prince and prin- 
cess, presented them with superb bou- 
quets. Ati entire compartment of the 
car in which the prince and princess 
Mit, was filled with floral tokens of es- 
teem. The leave-taking of the couplo 
delayed the starting of the train sev- 
eral minutes. Later in the day a simi- 
lar scene occu-red at the Stettiner 
station upon the occasion of the de- 
parture of Prince and Princess Albert 
of Sachsen-Altenburg for their new 
residence, the castle of Kuchelnuss, in 
Mecklenburg.

The Bepublican Leader Defends 


the Now Liquor Measure. 


WILL GftEATLY BELIEVE TAXPAYERS 


Reduce* the Number or Saloon and Pari- 


ties Those Remaining—Serves In 


lilgucst Interest of True 


Temperance Reform. 


New York, March 16.—Ex-senator 


Thomas C. Platt last night announced 
his views on the Raines bill and the as- 
saults upon it as follows: "Thero has 
been so nuich persistent and malicious 
misrepresentation of the Raines bill 
aud so great an amount of wilful mis- 
statement of its provisions and proba- 
ble effects when it becomes the law of 
the state, that it is worth while to state 
a few incontrovertible facts showing 
the good results which ore sure to fol- 
low after it has been placed among the 
statutes. New York has long preserved 
an uneviable notoriety among her sis- 
ter states for the number of her saloons. 
We have staggered along with one 
drinking place to 150 people, while our 
mora sensible neighbors in other states 
have made out to exist with only one 
saloon to 317 people. It is not denied 
that the places where liquor is sold 
will be reduced at least 40 per cent., or 
that between nine and ten thousand 
saloons will go on.t of existence at once. 
Is it necessary to point out the immedi- 
ate great reduction of poverty and 
crime which is ee»tain to follow such 
wise legislation? 


Taxpayers Greatly Relieved. 


"The bill furnishes instant relief to 


the taxpayers of the state. Everyone 
know show hard it has been for the 
farmers and small property owners 
everywhere to get the money to pay 
their taxes during the past four years 
of hard times. The state's share of the 
income from the bill will not be less 
than $2,750,000, and the share of the 
different towns and counties will not 
be less than 83,500,000. There is no 
nonsense about these cold, methodical 
facts, and the taxpayers will rejoice at 
the lifting of their burdens, first by re- 
duced state taxes, and second by less- 
ened local taxation. The hard truth is 
the measure raises the money to pay 
one-third of the state's entire expenses 
every year, and it is believed by those 
who ought to know that its reduction 
of local taxes will be nearly the same, 
thus taking off two-thirds of the bur- 
den of the taxpayers in the different 
localities. 


Furlfles Politics. 


"The bill does as ranch to take the 


liquor business exit of politics as it is 
possible for legislation to do. It sub- 
stitutes one\:esponsible authority which 
covers the whole state for the hun- 
dreds of petty excise boards which 
have thus far existed. It wipes out 
forever in New York Tammany Hall's 
power over the liquor sellers and re- 
leases them from its control over their 
purses. 
It makes it impossible for 


any political organization to harass 
liquor interest and this does more to 
purify the politics of the great cities 
and large towns than any measure ever 
enacted in the state. And it does all 
this for about SI50,000 a year, or much 
the same amount the boavd of excise 
costs New York city alone. 


Charities Xot Injured. 


"It has been charged thab the bill 


takes money from the various charita- 
ble institutions. 
There is not the 


slightest ground for this impudent 
falsehood. 
Charitable institutions do 


nut receive support from moneys re- 
ceived by the oxcis.0 board of the vari- 
ous cities. A fair example of what will 
occur under tho new law as compared 
with the old one is furnished by a com- 
putation of what will happen in the 
up-the-st:ite city of Rochester, for in- 
stance. Last year Rochester's income 
from licenses was $105,695. Under the 
Raines bill she will have 40 per cent 
fewer drinking- places to be sure, but 
the places left will pay S"r>5,5!0 instead 
of S103 69,">, and Rochester's two-thirds 
of 8255,510 is S170.340, or SC4.647 more 
than the city obtained last year. 
How 


can her charities suffer? Every city 
and town is in the same situation and 
1*. «s clear that their charities will be 
nc-ipel and not injured by this whole- 
scmj I:ITV. 


Tvne Temperance Reform. 


"It has been charged that this bill i s 


in the interests of the 'dives.' On the 
contrary, it will be impossible for a 
dive to exist under its 
provisions. 


The Raines bill makes the liquor dealer 
a sclf-respacting citizen. So long as 
he observes the law his vested rights 
cannot be infringed. It serves the very 
highest interests of true temperance 
reform, while it is no sense a sajmptu- 
ary law. It interferes with no man's 
eating, and it does not strive to regu- 
late any man's drinking. It is a bill to 
reduce the amount of poverty aud 
Crime throughout the state, and to 
greatly increase the sum of human 
happiness."

Senator 
Morgan of Alabama, the ex-chairm m 
of the committee, has the floor on the 
report whenever it is called up. It is 
not unlikely that he will reply to somo 
of the strictures upon the members of 
tho senate made by Minister de Lome. 
Others who intend to speak on the sub- 
ject are Senators Platt of Connecticut, 
White of California and probably But- 
ler of North Carolina. The chief ob- 
jection to the conference report is the 
acceptance by the senate conference of 
the third clause of the house resolu- 
tion relating to Intervention.

identical proposition was submitted to 
the senate committee, and after ma- 
ture deliberation, was rejected. One 
prominent senator who intends to 
speak on this subject says that if the 
senate committee had reported this 
clause in its own resolutions they would 
not have received one-third of the vote 
of the senate. The objection to this 
clause is so bitter that it is not impos- 
sible the report may be sent back to a 
conference although such a contingency 
is not seriously expected. One senator 
who has given the question careful con- 
sideration is authority for the state- 
ment that the report will be agreed to 
but that the vote against it will be at 
least twenty instead of six as agninst 
the original proposition. 


Dupont Case Laid Aside. 


The Dupont case has been tempora- 


rily laid aside to take up the senate 
Arkansas compromise bill agreed to 
last year by Secretaries Carlisle and 
Smith on the one sk'e and GOT. CJarke 
of Arkansas on the other, whereby all 
indebtedness on the part of each is to 
be finally settled by the payment by the 
state of Arkansas to the United States 
of §r>73 in money and of one hundred 
and sixty $1,000 bonds of the state held 
by the United States. There is much 
opposition to tho bill. Mr. Lodge will 
speak to-day on the immigration bill 
reported from his committee. 
Mr. 


Pugh of Alabama will address the 
senate upon the tariff bill, his remarks, 
it is understood, will relate more to 
the free coinage of silver than to the 
tariff. When the consideration of the 
Dupont case is resumed, Messrs. Gray 
of Delaware, Chandler, Burrows and 
George will speak. Mr. Butler of North 
Carolina will also during the week call 
up his resolution to prohibit the farther 
issuance of bonds and make a speech 
thereon. 
The legislative appropria- 


tion bill will be reported Wednesday. 


Programme in the House. 


The programme oi business in the 


house this week presents a varied char- 
acter. To-day is committee suspension 
day, 
when chairmen of committees 


may call up measures for passage 
under suspension of the rules. Among 
measures thxis brought up, it is ex- 
pected, will be the bill relating to the 
location of homesteads in Oklahoma, 
and also two or three other bills ap- 
proved by the committee on public 
lands. Chairman Dingley of the com- 
mittee on ways and means will ask the 
house to-morrow to take up the bill, re- 
ported last week by Mr. Payne, to 
amend the customs administrative act. 
He is confident that it can be disposed 
of in that session. 
It will be followed 


by the naval appropriation bilL The 
debate on this bill will probably ex- 
tend over several days, and in the 
course of it some remarks regarding 
our foreign relations are likely to bo 
made. 
The report of election commit- 


tee JJo. 2, declaring vacant the seat of 
Charles J. Boatner, dem., from the 
Fifth Louisiana district, is a privileged 
question which may be taken 'up, bit 
the likelihood of reaching it is rather 
remote. 


TO AID THE CUBANS. 


An Expedition with Great Quantities ol 


War Munitions Sails. 


New York, March . 16.—A special 


from St. Augustine, Fla., says: Loaded 
with arms and ammunition for the 
Cuban insurgents the steamer Three 
Friends has sailed from Jacksonville. 
The steamer carried 5,000 Remington 
rifles, 2,000 machetes, 1,000,000 rounds 
of ammunition, 1,500 pounds of dyna- 
mite, two Kotchkiss and two Gattling 
guns. There were also on board about 
twenty Cubans, who are said to bft 
members of the most prominent fami- 
lies on the island, and who have been 
in this country somo weeks fitting out 
the expedition. It is claimed that the 
Three Friends will not take the muni- 
nitions and men to Cuba, but will trans- 
fer them to the steamer Commodore on 
tho high seas. 


Notorious Former Caught. 


Boston, March 16.—Tho notorious 


forger who swindled banks in San 
Francisco early in January last, out ol 
S'JO.OOO on a raised draft, has been iden- 
tified by the authorities ol the city as a 
well known confidence mail named 
Frank L. Seaver, but who is better 
known in this city by the name ot 
Frederick Stebbins. 


Bight Miners Killed, 


Victoria, B. C., March 18.—By tho 


explosion of several hundred pounds ol 
dynamite in the Centre Star mine's 
powder magazine at Rossland, eight 
miners were killed. 


Salvation Army Rally. 


New York, March 16.—The featnres 


s'f yesterday's all-day rally of the Salva- 
tion Army, held at their headquarters, 
Memorial ball, brought about the con- 
version of twenty persons and the aa- 
session to the army of Francis E.

No Accept Islaaism. 


VILLAGERS THEGREATEST SUFFERERS

London, March 16.—The United Press 


correspondent at Constantinople sends 
the following: Later news from Har- 
poot show that in that vilayet at least 
some sort of orders have gone out to 
discountenance the forced conversions. 
When tho authorities at Harpoot tele- 
graphed to Constantinople for instruc- 
tions the reply came: "Do not use 
force to convert." Tho local governor 
interpreted the orders .liberally, and 
even announced that every one was to 
return. In one quarter many had beeri 
converted and circumcised, so that they 
feared to open their church. 
Bat the 


Ulema or religious leaders of the Mos- 
lems came in a body and begged them 
to renew their services to the church. 
This change, however, is only iu the ! 
cities and largo towns; in tho villages ' 
and hamlets such orders will have no 
effect. 
The Mollahs and petty Mukh- 


tars can easily see to It that no one re- 
turns. Only if some- one of them is 
punished will these Mollahs under- 
stand that it is dangerous to intimi- 
date. It seems hopeless to t alk of pun- 
ishment for religious oppressors, when 
countless murderers go unhung. In Its- 
chmah, however, a certain well-known 
sheik, ten days after tho heat of the 
outbreak, murdered forty persons in 
cold blood at the door of the church, 
nnd surely some recognition should be 
made of such a crime. 


4O,OOO Forced Convert*. 


In regard to other murders, the ex- 


cuse of tho government has been that 
it will be impossible to bring home any 
single act to any one person. 
This 


sheik, however, ten days after quiet 
was restored, invited all tho leading 
Christians to a conference. Somo feared 
and hid; about sixty, however, assem- 
bled in the church, when the door was 
locked upon them, and then, under the 
lead of this sheik, the Moslems brought 
out these men one »• a time. Forty 
refused to accept Isiam and were 
killed. Here is certainly one clear caso 
that ought to be taken up. In Janu- 
ary Turkish officials in the country 
districts of Harpoot and Diarbekr oc- 
cupied themselves with visiting the 
villages recently "converted," instruct- 
ing the people on no account to admit, 
in case they were asked, that they had 
been forced to accept Islam. The peo- 
ple were informed that death would be 
the penalty for complaints of the com- 
pulsion used to convert them. 
There 


are 15,000 of these forced converts in 
the province of Harpoot alone, and 
40,000 in the whole region devastated 
by the massacres. 


VUlagei the Greater Sufferers. 


Information from various points in 


the provinces of Sivas, Harpoot, Diar- 
be"kr, Bitlis and Van shows that the 
process of forcing Christians to become 
Moslems is still In active, progress. 
\Vhile Christian worship is allowed to 
be held in most of the cities and towns 
in the villages throughout the six prov- 
inces of the reform scheme it is in 
practice prohibited. In twenty-eigh 
villages in the district of Harpoot a 
last accounts (Jan. 30) thera had beei 
no Christian worship held since-tiie 
first week in November. This aboli 
tion of Christian worship among a 
Christian people is at least conuived a 
by the imperial authorities, for thcyd 
nothing to protect the worshipper 
from the attacks of the Mohammedans 
who declare that it shall no more b 
allowed. The abolition of worship i 
simply a part of a schjme to abolis 
Christianity.

The Degradation of Womanhood. 
Another indirect method of destroy- 


ing tho Christian communities in these 
devastated provinces must now be re- 
ferred to. The general character of 
the outrages and the uniformity of its 
method and the apathy of the officials 
when appealed to for redress, all give 
color to the impression that thero is a 
fiendish purpose in the degradation of 
womanhood among the Christian com- 
munities. 
A systematic debauchery of 


Christian women is carried on in nearly 
all the devastated districts. It is as if 
the Turks wish to make sure that the 
women, always conservative iu matters 
of religion, shall lose their self respect 
and the grounds of their religious 
hope. They therefore seize the Chris- 
tian women, day after day and week 
after week, and assault them with im- 
punity. For Instance, at Tamzara, in 
the province of Sivas, all the men were 
killed in the massacres early in Novem- 
ber. 
From a well-to-do Armenian 


population of i,500, all that now remain 
in this village are about 300 starving 
and half-naked women and childrcu. 
Trustworthy information from that 
place, dated Jan. 34, says that the 
most horrible feature of the situation 
of these orphaned Armenian girls is 
that passing Turkish soldiers and 
Turkish travelers attack and assault 
tbaia in their houmn without hesitation 
and without restraint 
During all the 


three months since the massacre this 
license has been observed toward these 
defenseless and wretched women. 


Not One Christian Loft* 


On January 1, 189fi, Ottoman soldiers 


attacked the unarmed and peaceable 
Christian inhabitants of Biridjik and 
ItoiifflkuUih in the province of Aleppo, 
near Corfa. 
They pillaged all the 


Christian ;. houses , killed about one- 
half of the adult males of the popula- 
tion, and carried off such of the women 
and girls as suited their fancy. Then 


they turned upon the stripped and 
terror-stieken and nerveless remnant 
of the population, and demanded their 
instant acceptance of Mohammedan- 
ism as the sole means of escaping 
death. The result is that there is not 
a single Christian left in Biridjik or in 
any of the surrounding villages. The 
purpose to abolish Christianity is 
pressed forward with the whole force 
of the government, by the indirect 
means of depriving the Christian com- 
munities af their men of influence, 
who have survived the massacres. In 
every town or city where the massa- 
cres occurred arrests of such men are 
now in progress. No charges are pre- 
ferred against the men arrested. They 
are arrested simply at the will of the 
governor. The communities ore thus 
deprived of their natural advisers and 
remain a prey t<xany enterprise which 
the petty officials of the government 
or the imams of the Moslem hierarchy 
choose to inaugurate against them. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


An ZnUrotlnc Report by Cliarlel W. 


Stone of Pennsylvania. 


Washington, March 10.—An interest- 


ing report lias been made by Charles 
W. Stone of Pennsylvania in favor of a 
bill for the adoption of the metric sys- 
tem of weights and measures, which 
has been for some vrceks before the 
house committee on coinage, weights 
and measures. The Troy pound of the 
mint is resorted to as the only source 
from which to derive tho avordupois 
pound for common use, and yet this 
Troy pound, while answering the pur- 
poses of comparison in tho mint, is of 
uncertain 
accuracy. 
The 
primary 


standard of length, "the three barley 
corns, round plump and dry," which 
make an inch, proves but an indefinite 
guide. 
"The size of our quart, gallon, 


bushel and barrel is elastic or adjusta- 
ble," the report says, "and depends on 
commodity to be measured, the place 
where it is measured, and formerly in 
Pennsylvania at least, the purpose and 
persons for whom measured. On the 
statute books of that state may be 
found an old law providing that all 
innkeepers, 'shall sell beer and ale by 
wir e measure to all persons as carry 
tho 
same out of 
their 
houses' 


Vermont, however, seems to have 
reached the climax of absurdity when 
she provides of comparatively recent 
legislation still in force, that iu meas- 
uring certain specified commodities 
'one bushel and three-quarters of a 
peck shall be deemed a bushel.'"
